CABINET BliilOBS. 



Unanthentic Statements as to Possible 
Chansres In Uinisters and 
Portfolios. 



Meeting of tha Cabinet -Premier Bow- 
ell's Steady Ua*eer Upward 
and Onward. 



(From Our Ovra OorreapondenM 
Ottawa, Deo. 15 — There is nothing new 

in the politioal aituation to-day, although 
rumors are Byingfaab. Mr. Girouird, M.P, 
for Jacciuea Cartier, saw Premier liowoll, 
and aomo people say he will enter tlio 
cabinet in place of Sir Adolphe Caron, 
Other rumors have it that both Messrs, 
Haggart and Patterson will step out. 
It is said also that u leading jurist also in 
aotivo politioa will join tho ministry as 
Minister of Juatico. Nothing definite, how- 
ever, will bo known until Tuesday. The 
membora of tho lato ministry had a meeting 
this afternoon, Sir Francis Smith uud Sir 
John Carliog being with them. 

WiNNll'KC!, Deo, 15. — (Special) — Sir 
Charles Hibberb Tupper, who piBsed 
through tho city to-diiy en route to tho Cap- 
ital, said in an interview : " I know nothing 
of the situation. 1 don't even know whether 
or not my lather ia coming aoroaa to Canada 
with the body of Sir John." In answer to 
the qaeation, "Will Sir John's death inter- 
fere with the arrangements aa to the date of 
tho next soHsion ?" he replied, "I am sure I 
cannot tell you that. lb was tho general 
impression when I left that tho Hession 
would be in February, At preeent I can 
see no reason why tho house should not be 
called then. Whatever my improBsion was 
as to the early or late olections, or whatever 
the late Premier's plana were in regard 
thereto, I can assure you that tho matter 
has never yet been diacusaed or considered 
by the cabinet. Sir John's death might, of 
course, delay the eleotions, but it might alto 
have the opposite effect of precipitating 
them." 

The nev P<emier, Hon. Mackenzie 
Bowell, was born la England in 1823, and 
ten years later came to Canada with hia 
parents, who settled is the Bay of Qainto 
district. Having acquired an ordinarily 
good education, he chose as hia trade that 
of a printer, ab which he served hia appron- 
tioeehip. VVorking aa a oompositor on the 
Belleville Intelligencer, ho occupied posi- 
tions in the various departmonta until he 
booime its editor and proprietor. In fact, 
the thoroughneea and pertinacity which 
charaoterizeci him there have [diatinguiahed 
him wherever ho went, until now 
he has attained the high position of premier 
ot tho Dominion. Hon. Mr. Bowell waa 
married in 1857 to the eldest daughter of 
the late Jacob G. Moore, of Bellovilla. Ho 
many years ago took an active interest in 
militia mattora, serving in tho highest rank 
on the frontier during the American rebel- 
lion in 1864 and the Fenian troublea in 1SG6. 
He ocoupied leading poaitiona in tho Domin- 
ion Editors' and Reporters' Association, the 
Ontario Proaa Asaooiation, the Agrioulturol 
and Art Asaooiation of Ontario and a num- 
ber of local industrial and financial icetitu- 
tiona. Ho waa for eight years chairman 
of the Board of School Truateca at Belle- 
ville, waa Provincial Grand Master of the 
Provinoinl Grand Lodge of Ontario Eist 
and Most Worshipful Grand Master and 
Sovereign of the Orange Association of 
British America. He also moved the reaolu- 
tion for the expalaioa of Kiel from the 
Honee of Commons. Mr. Bowell waa always 
a moderate man, ae is manifested by the 
expreasions of eatiefaotion ab his pre- 
ferment from all olaases and nation- 
alities in the Dominion. ' Mr. Bowell 
entered parliament for Korth Bastings in 
1867 and has since then continued to repre- 
sent that oonatitaenoy in the House of 
Commons. He became Minister of Customs 
in October, 1878, ond has for some years 
been the senior member of tho cabinet. Ho 
has ever tnanifeeted a keen intercat in 
mattera of trade, and during moat 
of his ollioial life has beeu connected with 
the Cuatnma department now merged in 
that of Trade and Commerce. Hon. Mr. 
liowell'a recent visit to Australia will bo 
well remembered, and hia friends in the 
Colonies, as well aa in Canada, will wiah 
him a succostful and prolonged tenure of tho 
proud otllco of first Minister of the Dom 
inion. 



ITALY'S SCANDAL. 



Profonnd Sensation Cansed by the 
Documents lu the Banca 
Komaua Case. 

RoMK, Uoc. 15. — Tho oontenti of the dco- 
umonta Bulunitted to the chamber of depu- 
ties by Signor Giolitti have been made pub- 
lic and have created a profonnd sensation. 
The notes of the oashter of the Banca Ro- 
mana contain the names of government offi- 
cials, members of the chambers of deputies, 
journalists, and uLhura as having taken 
money from tho hank. Among the politi- 
ciana named are Signor Z tnardelli, formerly 
president of the chamber of deputies, and 
es-miniaten Grimaldi, Lalva and Mioelli, 
and the deoeaied ministers Depreta and 
Cavioalli. For prosES and election purposes 
some journalists received 200,000 lire and 
others 75,000 lire. The doouments aimed at 
Premier Criapl mentioned several druita in 
hia name, and ho figured also in con- 
nection with a note for liO.'jO.OOO lire. 
This note was attributed In certain 
lutlera from Signor Crispi's wife to other 
poraouQ, and mentioned their names. 
Among the douumentB are four letters 
written by Signor Tanlongo, manager of tho 
hank, whilo he wan in prison, addrcsacd to 
Signor (Jiolitti. Theao letters atate that 
tho deficit In tho bank was duo to expendi- 
turoa among minial«ra, aonatora, mombera of 
the preea and othora. Signor Tanlongo in 
one of the leltoro said that he gave a credit 
of .'150,000 lire to a certain person on tho 
recommendation and asanranoe of Signer 
Crispi that the oreditors were solvent. Ho 
inaiouitoa that the money was not doslinod 
for these perdona. In another letter he de- 
clares that these states were impoged upon 
him by Signor Giolitti. In the chamber of 
depaties Premier CriiVl deolered that the 
dooamente were a maie of Ilea.

Advance on Moukden Likely to Be 
Abandoned -Oflicial Exaltations 
and I)eg:radatloiiB> 



The Uancbn Dynasty Denounced— Brit- 
ain's Demand for Reparation 
for Oatiagres* 



yoKOHAHA, No7. 20— (per ateamerGaelio 

at San Franolsoo, Deo. 14 ) —Tho acontlng 
parlies from Major-Goncral Oiaka's diviaion 
have advanood along tho ooaat of the Yellow 
aoa aa far as tha point whoro Gon. Oyama's 
second army debarked on Loiiotong penin- 
sula so that a union between tho two prin- 
oipal bodies of troops can be elFeoted when- 
ever desired. Moreover, as Lasyung is in 
posaeasioa of Major Gen. Tatsumi's advanoo 
guard, a descent upon Newohwang may bo 
made at any moment in case it ia proposed 
to add Gon. Vaniagata's force to that of 
tho oonquororof Port Arthur. It now eeema 
probable ih\t the operation of tho first army 
hM thua fir b-on biaed upon the eupposi. 
tion that tho Ctiineao had largo foroea 
at Moukden or ita vicinity and in- 
tended to fight somewhere in defence 
ot the Manchurian territory. Hold- 
ing thia view, the Japaneae have honitated 
to uncover the upproaobea to the Korean 
frontier, loat a etroog Chineee body should 
push ItR way back to the peninsula and work 
havoc in tho absence of the powerful reaerve. 
But it baa long been evident that nothing 
need bo apprehended from an adverairy 
which flies at every sign of dinger, And the 
scrupulous caution of the Miinohuiian cam- 
paign begins to appear somewhat miaplaoed. 
It is a question whether Moukden will be 
considered worth taking, now that the 
route to Peking is open. A small garrison 
at Hongkwong (Fengwhong) or Kiulion can 
guard against all chances of peril to Korea, 
and the bulk of Yamagata's men may with 
perfect security be spared for co-operation 
in large movemeats elsewhere. 

Kiliots are ponring out from the palase in 
Peking with a reokleaaneas and laok° of 
ooherenoe wbioh atteata the afcter oonfasion 
that reigns at the court. Offioiala are ex- 
cited and oast down, generals are rewarded 
and disgraced, ordinarily without the slight)- 
cat underetandtng of the traDsactiona In 
which they have been engaged, Oooaalon- 
ally, however, a shaft ia lei fly which seems 
to indicate that gleama of truth now and 
then penetrate the Imperial precincts. One 
of the miaters of tho Fabian strategy in 
Korea is in priaon. Gen, Yon, who ordered 
the murder ot tho French prioat, ia in 
priaon. Gen Yeh, onother of the fugitives 
from Korea, baa been compelled to diagorgo 
the thouaanda of taele prematurely bestowed 
on him by the Empreaa Dowager. Admiral 
Ting, who was loaded with favors for having 
been beaten at Taikosan harbor, baa been 
stripped of these unmerited honors and 
ordered to follow heroafier tha 
inatructiona of an Kngllahmin, Cap- 
tain MoClure, who aooompanios him 
nominally aa vice-admiral, but who 
really controls the fleet. On tha 
other hond, General Sung, whose feats of 
poltroonery have not yet reached his sov- 
ereign's ear, la ennobled for " diaperBtng the 
vermin" and pacifying Korea, and is 
ordered to "encamp on the banks of tha 
Yalu river and await the arrangements for 
peace by the various powers. " 

Li Hung Chkog ia appealed to and re- 
viled In the aamb day. Prince Knog ii for 
the moment the nominal centra of authority, 
being appointed commander of all the foroea, 
military and paval. Bat before any prao- 
ttoal result can follow the ennnotatioB of a 
decree it Is liable to he canceled by a con- 
tradictory rescript. The government ie 
without form and void. Xhe report that 
arrangements have bren made for the flight 
of tha imperial family from Peking, in case 
of a Japanese landing at Taku, ia bo far con- 
firmed that It ia accepted aa trustworthy by 
tho Japanese authorities. Changchow is 
Baid to bo tho ohoaen place of retreat;. 

Seditioue placards havo been posted in 
Chingkiang, denouncing tho Manohu dynas- 
ty and demanding its overthrow. 

A part ot tho roparution demanded by 
Great ll'itain for tho outrage i,n tho steamer 
Chang King hos been given in tho form of 
tt snlato to tlio lldg of that ship from tha 
forts. Damages are yet to bo paid and the 
ollonders personally punitlied. 

Tho heat warships of the Nnnyang squad- 
ron have boon ordered to join tho naval lorca 
in tho Gulf of Pechili, but the olliaers and 
crow arc in revolt, alleging th>it their aer- 
vloe ia duo only to tho viceroy of Liang- 
kiang, and that they will not fight tho bat- 
tiea'of LI HuDg Chang. The central gov* 
erament is offaring pecuniary pertuaaions to 
secure their co-operation.

He attributed tho disaster nob to 
politics or to tha reault thereof, 
bub bo bho GagornosB of tho mercantile 
community to aocuiiiulauo wealth and trade 
on credit, lie informed bho legislaburo 
tliat tho new government had provided for 
the payment of bho intoreat on tho public 
debt duo in London on January 1, and thab 
tho govorninont proposed tho appointment 
of a Boleot joint commibtoo to oxaiiiino llio 
condition of tho banks with tho view of aa- 
cortalning the practicability of ostabliahing 
a medium of circulation. Ho urged union 
and promntitudo in loglBlatioa on tho part of 
all parties.

Maude, Capt. Roberts, retnrned from her 
Weal) Gout trip, bringing hooio Gjkptalns 
Ee&ter, Maciulay, McLsun, MoLood, Mo- 
Kiel, Herrold, Gould, Huckett, Siowurd, 
Magneson, Keith, Daley, William Cox and 
Claronco Cox, All these gentlemen have 
been down on the Coast aeouring Indiana 
for their aeallog axpeditions now about to 
begin. In this they were quite cuooesbful, 
and although tho natives did not like the 
idea of a cut in wugoB, thoy romeiDbored 
their big share of tho prooeode of the seal- 
ing industry last season and acccptcid in 
most oases §3 for oaoh oinoe. The Maudo 
had an oiooptionally rough trip ; sho ox- 
perienced itio full severity of tho rocont 
heavy galea, for it ia now nearly two weelis 
since sho left port. Capt. Roberta says 
the weather wua the worst ho has over 
oncountered, and not only was io a record 
breaker in hia oxporienco, but the settlors 
miong the oonat have the aaino story to tell. 
While in Kyuquot tho Maudo had tho 
rongbest of her exporiencop. During tho 
g»lo ebe bad four anchors cast and full 
itesim upi Csptain Roberts expecting 
tvory moment to see the anchor obains snap. 
Tbo vcsaei quivered from stem to stern, giv- 
ing those aboard*a ahalting which they will 
uoBMon forget. Daring the Maude'a trip 
Gapt. Bobsrta reoeivtd the following ad- 
dreu : "Capt. Roberta, oommander S S. 
Maude. Dear Sir,— Allow ua, the nnder- 
rignod, to thank yon moat a^noerely for tire 
kind and eourteoas treatment we receive d 
at yoar hands during this pleasano 
a d at same time, on account o 
fe stormy wo*ther, most trying voyage. 
No doubt every one of us will olwaj a 
most cheerfully remoinbor how you captain, 
ably assisted by your ollicora and orow, 
under all trying ciroumstanoea — not only 
were you on the alert to attend to your 
duty as master, but at tho same time made 
it cheerful for everyone on board. Tliack- 
ing you once more very much and hoping 
you may be in command of tho Maudo, if 
not a larger and bolter adapted steamer, U r 
many years to como, we sign ourselves :

TIIK QUADRA GOES OUT OF COMMISSION'. 

The Domionion Government steamer 
Qaadra, Capt. Walbran, went out of com- 
miition for tho season yesterday afternoon, 
and is now moored at her winter quarters at 
tho ouatom house. During the commission 
aome useful work has been succesafully car- 
lied out. Early in the year several danger- 
Una rooks and shoals in the northern waters 
«f the Gulf of Georgia were accurntely 
located and a large new steel can buoy 
moored in the southern entrance of the dan- 
gerona boolder reef, Cortes island. This 
baoy all ship captains engaged in Northern 
trade amongst the islands of the Gulf of 
Georgia find of great aervioe. A anbatan- 
tial atone beacon haa been hxMb on Zero rook 
in place of the wooden one waaliedaway last 
winter. When the "Quadra" was North 
on fishery service, the Northern buoys in 
Rritish Colurrbian waters had their annual 
ovorhauliDK and a new buoy was established 
at tho west end of Alford reef, entrance to 
Metlakatla harbor, another useful aid to 
navigation. In Biynes sound two pile boa. 
cons have replaced the sn all spar buoys to 
mark tho crossing on Kelp bar, the boaoons 
being a great improvement on the buoys, 
and Grassy point beacon haa been re-orectod 
on tho end of that spit, the spit being found 
upon examination not to extond ao far to 
the eastward as shown on the Admiralty 
chart. A steam fog horn has been cstab- 
liahod this aoason on Entrance island, and 
Puttock point surveyed for o light and fog 
■tation. Whilst the Quadra ia out of com- 
mission tho engines will receive their annual 
overhanling, the holds will be painted and 
otlier neeeasary work carried out by the 
orew. 

WILL SAIL SOUTH TO DAY. 

According to arrangementa yeaterday 'the 
R M. S, Warrimoo will leave Vancouver at 

U o'clock this morning, and reach Viotoria 
five hours later. There are about 200 tons of 
froifht awaitiiiR shipment bore, composed 
of 100 tons of mill aluffd from the Sound, ,60 
Ions of liiiio from Roohe Harbor, and .'jO 
tons of mlacollanooua shipmonta from Vic- 
toria, mailo u]i of cinnod and packed aalmon, 
'^aviil stores lor H.M.S. Hyacinth at Hono- 
lulu, and otlior fri'if;ht. Tho whole when 
added to what waa received at Vancouver 
will give tho Warrimoo a fair cargo. 
Among tho siloon paasongora going South 
from hero are Mr. I'orviH, wifo and family, 
who are bound for \Vollint;ton, N.'A , 
and Messrs. Wm. Bond and Knightley for 
Sydney. The Warrimoo will, it la expected, 
lail at noon.

Tho steam collier Costa Rica will, it is ex- 
peotod, Icttvo tho E!(|uimalt dry dock thia 
ovoning, whoro she haa boon completing hor 
overhauling, goltina; sloancd and painted 
and having hor propollor regulated.

THE HUDSOS'S BAY ROUTB. 

A good deal has been said of late years 
about tho navigation of Hudson's Bay. 
This is not surprising, as the feasibility of 
the Hudson's Bay Railway project depends 
entirely on the navigability of that inland 
sea for a considerable part of the year. The 
three experimental voyages made by Xiieut. 
Gordon were not, in our optnloD, at all en- 
couraging to the projeotcra of that 
railway. Tho general idea that wa gatli- 
ered from a c^kreful perasal lof Lieut. 
Gordon's reports was that tlie Hadson's Bay 
route could not be depended open for oom- 
meroittl purposes. Lieut. Gordon considered 
tho navigation of the Bay safe for only four 
months of the year and even during those 
four months it appeared to us that there 
was danger of ships, no matter how strongly 
they might be built, being Inoommoded and 
delayed by fields of floating ice. 

An article in the December number 
of tho Canadian Magazine by Geo, 
H. Bradbury, though it docs not 
go much into detail, leads to a 
different conclusion. Mr. Bradbury shows 
that Capb. J. J. Barry, who was Lieut. 
Gordon's first officer and who is also de- 
scribed as an experienced Newfoundland 
Bealer, is of opinion that ocean steamers can 
enter the Bay in June and come out in De- 
cember, " Mr. W. A. Aohe, superintendent 
of the Quebec observatory, the officer in 
oharge of the station on the northeast coast 
of the Strait from August, 1884, to Septem- 
ber, 1885, says that "the Strait is 
navigable for from four and a half 
to six and a half months, 
tho period varying aooordiog to tho class of 
ships," Capt. John Macpherson, of Step- 
ney, who wasin thoUudBon'sBay Company's 
service for twenty years, writes : "There is 
no reason why steamships should not make 
the passage ot the Strait and Bay as early 
as tho i;>:h ct June and return as late as the 
middle of November — five and a half 
months. " 

Mr. Bradbury thinks that ho has " de- 
monstrated uloarly that the navigation 
of Hudson's Bay and Strait is 
really praotioable beyond any reasonable 
doubt," and cpnsiders that all that remains 
for him to do is " to show tho groat benefit 
that tho fact of the Hudson's Bay and 
Strait being navigable for commoroial pur- 
poses will confer on Canada as a whole, and 
more particularly the Province of Manitoba 
and the Northwest Territories." He might 
have added British Columbia. For if the 
voyage from Liverpool to Churchill can be 
made in ten days, and the Pacific coast 
brought within two weeks of Great Britain, 
the consequences to British Columbia cannot 
bub be in a high degree beneficial. 

If Mr. Bradbury oan only oonvinoo the 
capitalists of Great Britain that tho pro- 
ducts of tho Canadian and the United 
States Northwest can bo convoyed regularly 
and safely to the tnaikets of Europe by way 
cf Hudson's Bay, there will be no moro 
trouble in raising the money to build the 
Hudson's Bay Railway. But there is much 
to be done before those capitalists are con- 
vinced. Some one has said that there is 
nothing moro timid than a million of money, 
and until the novigabilily of tho Hud- 
son's Bay route is demonstrated to their 
aatiifaotion, It la to be feared that tho 



project will hang fire. Ihe prospective ad- 
vantages of the route are no doubt great, 
but it is eaay to eee that they all depend on 
the poaaibility of tho Hudson's Bay route 
being practicable for vessels engaged in 
regular trade. Ihe diflicuUiea in the way 
are easily seen. Ihey cannot possibly be 
hidden or glossed over by word-painting of 
the moat skilful kind. The proof of tho 
navigability of the Bay muab be o'ear and 
such us oan be understood by men of ordin- 
ary intelligence. If ihia is not forlhcoming 
those interested in the project will talk and 
write in vain. Qannob another experimental 
oxpedition l)e made with a steamship of the 
charaotor of tboae proposed to bo placed on 
the route If the result of such an expedi- 
tion bears out the theories propounded by 
Mr. Bradbury and others, all dillioulties will 
disappear, and the rou;o will be aa good as 
established. 

THB HYPNOTia DODQE. 

Criminals we, see are, beginning to plead 
that when they oommitted the ofiFenoes with 
which they are charged they were under 
hypnotic influecca and therefore not respon- 
sible for their acts. This, If judges and 
juries were foolish enough to pay any atten- 
tion to tho pluu, ia a very easy way of 
eeoaping the punishment they have brought 
on themselves by their evil deeds. If the 
courts onoe admit that it is possible for a 
man to commit a crime as the unoonsoious 
tool of a stronger and more astute orim- 
inal, no one would bo sifo from 
tho accusation of eonio miscroant 
that the crime was committed at 
his suggestion. In fact it is quite possible 
that the criminal might imagine that, when 
ho committed tho deed for which ho was 
called to account, be had been subject to 
>ome malign influence outaido himself. 
Nothing ia moro common than for an evil- 
door, when ho is found out, to say, " I can- 
not imagine what possessed me to do such a 
thing." The " devil " generally gets tho 
blame and sometimes it it is " the liquor." 
A century or so ago the criminal tried to 
make his friends —and perhaps himself — be- 
lieve that he had been "bewitched." Now 
it seems that it is the hypnotist that tempts 
men and women and forces them againab 
their will to commit crime. 

A woman was murdered in cold blood a 
short time ago in Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
Three men are implicated in the crime, 
Harry Hayward, his brother Ardy, and u 
miscreant named Blixt. The person mur- 
dered was Catherine Oing. Blixt, after he 
had been apprehended and "sweated "by 
tho officers of the law, confessed. He first 
admitted that be had shot the woman at the 
instigation of Harry Hayward, and after- 
wards that Hay ward shot her himself, but 
that be compelled him to dispose of the 
body, Blixt daolares that Harry Hayward 
had hypnotiaed him and forced him to do 
exactly what be liked, and that he and 
also Mlas Ging and his brother Ardy were 
under the same inflaence. Ardy himself 
represented his brother as possessing byp 
notic powers to auch an degree that he could 
infinenoe the will of all with whom he asso- 
ciated. He represents Hayward, who is 
certainly muob stronger minded than bis 
Booomplioes, as having them as well as hia 
victim so completely under his control that 
they could not but do as he suggested. And 
there are, it appears, a great many in the 
community who believe the wretch's story. 
Happily the offieers of the law are not 
among these and the murderers will anffcr 
the pnoiahment they so richly deaerve. It 
is to bo hoped that juries will not be affect 
ed with this dangerous hypnotic craze. It 
would bo a dreadful thing if, through the 
influonoe of this delusion, such misoreants 
as Blixt evidently is were lob loose on 
society.

m A TIOKLISH POSITION. 

The recent Liberal defeats in~ Great Brit 
ain have greatly dircouraged the Govern 
ment party. Both Forfarehiro and the Di 
vision of Linoolnshiro were oansidcred sure 
Liberal oonatituonoiea und Lib?rulB logically 
arguo that if the spirit that pervaded theao 
Liberal districts has extended to other parts 
of Great Britain the proipeota of the Gov- 
ernment at the coming election are very 
dark indeed. 

BesidoB, the moral (fTeob of these defeats 
ia only leas woakeaing und Ices dialiourteniug 
than tlii'ir uuinnric:»l [fFect. They have 
reduced tho Liberal majority in the 
House of CommoDS to j\fUm, which is 
indeed a very slim mtjority la a House of 
over six hundred. The weakncsa of tho 
Govornniont becomes more apparent when 
it ia known that It ia threatened with Iho 
seoeaaion of two auch Important nionibors as 
Sir Gliarlea Dilke and Mr. Labouchcre, and 
that Mr, Redmond and hia following are 
very far indeed from being the submissive 
followers of Lord RoBcbery. It ia said that 

the R-^dmondites declaro their intention to 
vote with tho Unioniete if tho Anti-Lords 
roBolu'ion obtains the precodonco of tho 
Homo Bule measure in the consideration tf 
the House." 

The truth aeema to be that the Radicals 
are dreadfully disappointed that their cry 
against tho House of Lords has not been 
taken up l)y tho people. Tho indicitions 
aro that the majority in Great Britain 
are with the Lords, instead of being 
against them. Tbey believe that the Lords 
have made a stand — faave riaked iheir exist- 
ence as a legislativo body — for the preserva- 
tion of tho Union, and that it would be moat 
ungrateful, as well as most impolitic, to pun- 
ish them for their loyalty to the Empire. This 
seems to bo tho sooretcf Ihe defeats In both 
England and SiSotland. It ia said, too, that 
the Government are not ap;reed among them- 
aelvea as to what course they shall take 
with respect to the House of Lords. In 
view of the attitude of the people of Great 
Britain thin is not in the lo&st surprising. 
It ia more than likely that quite a number 
of Lard Rosebeiy's party have bean given 
to know that if they vote for a measure to 
abolish the House of Lords they seal their 
own doom In their several oonatituenceB,

AN OUTSPOKEN VISITOR. 

John Bnrna, the Britiah labor leader, is 

having his eyes opened to the true state of 
things in the United States. Having heard 
so muoh of what is said about pauper labor 
In Europe by agitators in the States, he was 
not prepared to find in New ^ork and Chi' 
cago poverty, diatreaa, squalor and thriftless 
ness, as pitiful and as repulsive as are to be 
seen in the groat centres of population of the 
Old World. Mr, Burns speaka of 
what ho sees in tho plainest terms, 
and aonio of the American papera 
seem to resent hia frank outspokounoss 
The Oregonian, whlob is usually sensible 
and moderate in the ezpreaaion of Its views 
on questions oonneoted with labor, speaka of 
Burns' observations in the following strain 

John liiirna, tho groat English labor 
loader, seenia to havo ooiiio acroaa tho watera 
to look for poverty, thrif tleaaneaB and dis- 
treaa. Needless to say, he has found this 
grisly trio, singly and in combination, alnce 
they exist wherever mankind, with its 
needa, niiufortunoa and victa, congregate' 
riqualid tenement houaea and gorgeous 
saloons form a auggoalivo presentniunt when 
mentioned in tho sanio breath ; an also, but 
in a different way, do " houutiful parks 
and povir^y." Burns talka of all thoso 
things, but not with tho degree of intclll 
genco in tho matter of cause und cfloct that 
the American public had a right to expect. 
Talking at random upon tho hnpeloBS 
miaeriea, the ignorance, the vice that are 
features of tenement Mew York and other 
American cities has long furmed tho stock in 
trade of the mouthing reformer. This stock 
waa full before John Burns oame over, hence 
the eaay glut of the market in this special 
line, that followed his landing. 

If Burns says' nothing bub the troth, why 
does tho Oregonian comment upon his re 

marks so bitterly V It is not likely that tho 
Kngliahtnan is pleased to find things worat 
on this side of the Atlantio than bo expected 
It is not to bo supposed that tho man who 
crossed tho Atlantic for the ixpresa purpose 
of obierviog the condition of the working 
classes in tho United Sbabes would bs silent 
with respect to what ho saw In New York,

Who Will Help iu a Movement That 
Will Chci r Their Own 
JleartB. 

Cbriatmas ia ooinioKt and like tho other 
yoBBRitera all over G*nftd» the children of 
Victoria are looking forward to a oouple of 
weeks of jiUy holidnyB, when sohooln will bu 
closed, leaaon liooka oast aside and good old 
Santa Glaua will make hia annual vlait. 
Xbab ia theaoaaon which will be » time of 
enjoymeat to many children ; but there are 
ofelien to whom the time ia not one of enjoy- 
ment. Even in Victoria there are poor 
children to whose bomea Siknta Claua fa a 
stranger. Somehow or other he aoema to 
paaa them over, and no toys or Chriatmaa 
joya appear to find their way to some fami- 
liea. Juat fancy homes on Chriatmaa day 
cold and cheerless— no bright warm 
firca uud plentifully spreud t^iblca. 
Think of people at that time 
not having enough to eat, hardly Hutiiciunt 
clothei to cover iheir shiveriuR bodies and 
with none of the delights ana pleasures of 
more fortunate people to cheer and comfort 
them. Now what sroator pleasure ia there 
in life than making other people happy, and 
what more fitting lime than Cliriatmaa tide 
to do good (foods and show that in the midst 
of plenty, generous young penplo do not 
forget tho poor ? Liar, year tho boys and 
girls of the public schools oanio notily for- 
ward and many a home was nia'.lu luijjpy 
and many poor people blessed tlio young 
people wtioso kind olFaringa fiad l)r(.ught a 
glimpse of real Chriatmaa aunahiuo into 
many homes. 

Why should not tho aohool children of 
Victoria repeat iho good work this year? It 
could be carried out riuito ku suooeasfully 
and probably there is not a alnglo boy or girl 
attending the schools who could not help. 

For inataooe, on Wednesday next, lob 
every bojr and girl attending aohool in Vic- 
toria, bring Romething in tho abape of an 
offering to help the poor. It may be in the 
form of money, a bottle of jim, a little Qour, 
afe«rpotatoe«,BpoaBdoforaoker8, some fruit, 
olothea— any thing infaot that might be useful. 
Many children last year broui;ht an article 
for each year of their age. Fjr "esampie, a 
child of niue would take nine applea or nine 
potatoes or aomothing elae, bub no one need 
stop at that. Thsy can give just aa much 
aa they care or feel able to give. Then 
there are clothes needed, and badly necdnd. 
How many children aro there who could 
contribute say a nice pair of warm stock- 
ings which they may have outworn, a j loket 
or some otfier article of clothing ? I; won't 
do, however, to take any old clothes that 
are worn or uaeloas — let them be nicely 
mended and made wearable. 

Here ia aaother euggeation that might be 
made every obild knowa how delightful it is 
torecoivepreaentaat Chriatmaa time. Now, aa 
was said before, Santa Claua seems somehow 
to miaa the houses of aome ptople, his pack 
of toys (ippeora to get exhausted before it 
reaches the very, very poor. Well, tlioro 
are plenty of children in Victoria who have 
abundance of toya and books. Why should 
they not all help Santa Clans? I'erhaps, 
there ia a girl who has two or throe dolls, a 
boy who has a picture bock or a toy which 
he has outgrown. Why nob bring theae 
with their other preaenta to their aohoola for 
diatribntion to the children of the poor '.' 
Many a little one who baa never learned the 
true meaning of a "Merry Chriatmaa" 
would then begin to appreciate what thoae 
words imply. A libble self-aacritica would be 
good, too, ior some little people as well aa 
thoae who are of » larger growth. It will 
implant in them a trae Christmas feelicg 
that will make the plum pudding taste ail 
the better. Suppose there is a little boy 
wiih several picture books, a toy train, a 
box of blooka and other toya, and there are 
boya in Victoria quite aa Inoky aa that— 
could be not for toe aake of making aomeone 
happy give up one book or his blocka ? That 
la tbfl Chriatmaa spirit. 

Now, where are all these thiogi to be 
brought ? Well, every schoolboy and girl 
should next Wednesday make up a parcel 
aud take tho offering to their school. All 
the things could bo piled in one room and 
President ISurnts of the H C. lionevolent 
Society has promised that his eociety shall 
see that everything ia distributed to the 
very best advantage. 

This good work need not bo confined to 
the public Bchoola alone, why should nob tho 
privfate sohoola if tho city help too? Tho 
teachers of those institutions will without 
doubt bfi only too glad to give their usalst- 
ance and mpport to ihia movement Prin- 
cipal N>iiliorby of the {'entrid school yester- 
day, whon ppiken to, promiseil his heartiest 
Bupporr, auci was sure tho other teachers of 
the sohnols would be delighted to help. 
Tno Victoria West school girls have been 
already working away, dressing dolla fur 
the poor cnildreii's Chriatmaa preaents. 

Let each achool intending to take part 
send in its name to the Colonist bo that it 
may bs known just how many schools, 
public and private, are to partiolpato. 

The dittribntlon of the food and clothing 
will, BB was aaid, be left entirely in the 
hands cf the B.C. Benevolent society, but 
in regard to the toys and other Christmas 
preaents, it would be well for anyone know- 
ing of families where there are children 
whOBO parents oannob afford to give them 
presents to send to tho Colo.ni.st the names 
and addrcsaoH, and also the number, iigu and 
sex of the children in tho family. This in 
formation will be treated as confidential and 
will only bo used to assist in distributing 
the presents. 

Hern ia a chance for Victoria children to 
show how geno;oua they aro and how sue 
cessfuliy they can carry out a good under- 
taking.

ODE WATER SUPPLY. 

To TiiK Editor —We are certainly in- 
debted lo Mr. John C. Furguaon, aaaooiate 
M. Inat. C. E , who favored us with 
such an intereating letter publiahod in your 
columns this morning, on tho filtration of 
the olty water. Tho question ia of vital 
importance to tbia olty at tho preaont time. 

It ia refroahlng to get an expert opinion 
on a aubjact of thla nature, for however 
much knowledge an unprofessioral gains on 
suoh mattera it goea for nothing with many 
people. Ic ia therefore with much pleasure 
that I have read Mr. Ferguson s letter At 
a recent meeting of the American Water 
Works ABSooiation— held at Minneapolis — 
some fifteen hundred managera, directora 
and engineers of water works were preaeub 
and the main result of ^heir investigations 
might be summed up aa follows : — 

" There is nob a aouatry in the civilized 
woild to day which ia nob muking the mab- 
ter of proper water supply from unpolluted 
sources a leading sul j 'C5 of inquiry. The 
great cities of our own oouubty are dilig- 
ently Booking unpolluted basins and'water- 
sheds toinifrovu tho sanitary condition cf 
their pnpulutioiis." 

Our City of Victoria recently recogni/.ed 
this fao', and voted a largo aum of money 
for an unpolluted source, and otherwise to 
improve our supply. Now ceri;ain per- 
sona are irjing to convey false ideas 
a^ to the intention of the citizens to bring 
in a portion of tho drainage area which is 
now larg ly ueSled by dairy farniB and 
mnaurjd lields, under the p.oa that filtr- 
ation will roiTOVO all impurities. 

.Mr. I'erguQon tells you; " U ia ahaolutely 
neeesfl.iry to seek a pure source (f water, 
and it ie'f illy to rely upon filters to purify 
water drawn from an impure supply." And, 
again, he points to very high authority to 
certify that " Tho only aufe plan Is to draw 
water euppliea from souroea where contam 
ination could not come into play. " 

.i^aother authority on Buoh aubjiala. Dr. 
E D. Lefrmgwell, says : " II is possible by 
tne common process of filtration to remove 
from water only ita grosser impurities, leav- 
ing the most subtle and deadly organic mat- 
ters still in solution." 

Our water supply is daily beooming en- 
dangered from the drainage of cuUivntion, 
clearing and settling of the land round tho 
margin of our lakea. This must bo pre- 
vented, and the only way to do it is to buy 
out the more dangerona portiona of the 
watershed. 

If more bnitdinga and farm Improvementa 
are continued, the addition to the oost of 
the virgin foreat landa will, in the near 
future reach an immense ram. Oar preaent 
supply has been pnre and wholesome nntil 
lately, no case of sickness having ever been 
directly traced to Victoria water ; but 
there is danger ahead. Tho level 
land round the lake has been for 
some time becoming polluted, and if thia 
pollution ia nob discontinued at once wo 
may find an epidemic of some disease break 
oar ab no distant day. 

Your London cable brings this forcibly 
before tho writer, witness tho severe out- 
break of typhoid fever which has been 
traced to sewerage coming In contact with 
waterorea*, bub fancy the result of drinking 
the water! Thia goes to prove that while it 
is necessary for the city to get the beoc form 
of filters, ic ia more than essential to pre- 
vent the water being contaminated by local 
sewage. Comulk Sensk.

"SURVEYORS UNDEEi THK ACT." 

To TilK EiUToit :— It is aurpriaing that in 
those (lays of universal education there 
should be 80 many peopio who confound the 
profession of land surveying with that of 
civil engineering, and to sucli an extent that 
they liollove that tlio possession of a diplo- 
ma or commission to survey lands consti- 
tutes a civil engineer. Your c.irrespondent 
" Quid Nunc" Is evidently under this belief 
when ho atatoa that engineers capablo of 
constructing the proposed city waterworkH 
must bo loft nut In the cold because they are 
not " i-urveyora under the act." 

Uolng a provincial land surveyor as well 
as a civil engineer, I am In a position to de- 
fine the two profosalons, and to inform your 
cnrraspondenb that bo Is certainly in orror. 
Waterworks construction is a branch of 
civil engineering, pure and almplo, and ia in 
no manner controlled by tho provincial land 
surveyors act. A reference to the aot by 
anyone who uarea to take the trouble will 
clearly ahow thia. 

The profeaaion of land eurvcying haa not 
tho remotost connection with that of civil 
ongineeriog. The two professions are as 
diabinot aa thoae of the lawyer and tho doc- 
tor. Land surveying is the art of muking 
auch moasuremeutB as wilt dotermlno tho 
relative positions of any points on the sur- 
face of tho earth, ao that a map of any por- 
tion of that surface may bo drawn and its 
contents calculated. Civil engineering is 
tho art of direoting tho groat sources of 
power in nature for tho uao and oonvonienco 
of man.

To THK Editor :— I understand that a 
bill is coming before the logiBlature asking 
for an extension of the Bed Mountain Hall- 
way charter, now about bo (xpire through 
lapse of time. Tho construction of tho Rod 
Mountain rollway from Norbbport, on bho 
Columbia river, via Sheep Crook to Red 
Mountain, In tho Trail Creek mining camp, 
would bo pn judicial and detrimonbal to bhe 
best InteriHls of tho province of IJritith Col- 
umbia. Northporb Is on American lowu- 
aite on tho Spokane railway some miles 
south of the boundary line, tho owners of 
which hope by the aid of the proposed rail- 
way to draw all tho trade of 'Trail Creek to 
their doors, ond aro ondeavuting to build a 
ameltcr mid draw rU the ores out of tho 
Trail Creek district. This will bavo a 
tendency to build up a large town at North- 
porb, for no mining camp in British 
Columbia can compare with Trail 
Creek as an ore producer. Then 
why should the legislature be a party to any 
such suicidal proposition? Why should 
British Colombia build up Amerloan town- 
sitea ab the expense of the interests of t^he 
province? \\hyabonld charter proniotera 
and American townslte boomers be allowed 
to wax fat and weal. by out of the magni- 
fioenb mineral ledKfis deposited wi chin our 
hordera, by tho construction of a railway 
the obj lot of which will bo to dra^f away 
ourtrudo? It; will only be a few months 
until Trail Creek will produce hundreds of 
tono of gold ores daily. If the oonatruction 
of the Red Mountain railway is not allowed 
to proceed Trail Creek will uecure smelting 
plants on a large scale, become wealthy and 
populous, and the revenue which will go in- 
to tho provincial treasury yearly will bo 
enormous. But on the other hand, should 
the pri jeotora succeed in getting a further 
extenaioa of tim<.-, then American capital 
will be eooured to build a railway to build 
up an American town. It ia high tiino that 
uupatriotio sobemea should be tquolohed.

Even 
when Hie illumination is from gas, dum- 
my lamps aro employed, With tho gas 
piiio ereeping up insido and the glare 
of the jet modiflod by a tinted globo or 
shade. 

Largo sums aro spent annually in 
larqp shades. Some of these shades are 
of cut glass, some are engraved, while 

otliors .are of colored or veined glass. 
These glass globes or shades come in a 
variety of shapes, the tulip form being 
a favorite. 

Tho form of frame which obtains 
most in tilk shades is tho pagoda, and 
its picturesque contortions render it less 
difiicult to bring to perfection tlian 
tliQ flat circle or tho dome. As tlioso 
sili affairs are quite expensive, ladies 
oftcu exercise their ingenuity in making 
them up. That amateurs may become 
expert in this work is here appended 
Home lieljifnl directions from Decorator 
and Furnisher: First, it is important 
tliat each phase of tho work should bo 
completed before another is began. 
First cover the wire foundation with 
thin silk. If required, fluted or plaitud. 
I'lio flutes or plaits must bo made bo- 
foreliand and tacked. > Select materials 
of KOCid (luality. Fink is jjerliaps tlio 
color most frequently used, but yellow, 
tlio warm shades of amber luid maize, 
me proforablo, for pink lias tho di.s.id- 
vnutago of seldom harmonizing with 
liiingings and furniture. Palo green is 
doubtless tho best as regards general 
harmony, but light shining through 
green is hardly becoming to tho com- 
plexion. There aro so many things t(i 
bo thonglit of in respect to shade, nut 
tliu- least being tlieir oll'eet by dayliglit. 
Of late, therefore, attention has been 
tmmed toward the production of shades 
that will look almost as well in tho 
daytime as at niglit. 

Silk sliades aro tximmed witli liotli 
hu'»J and fringe. Tho latter affords the 
rii iu'st and at tho same timo most en- 
during garnituro. There are many styles 
of fringes. Some aro compo.sod of loops 
of Jiarrow ribbon, and some have beads 
uuttod in silken meshes. Silk fringes, 
with netted beadiugs, furnish an oud-

less comlaiiatiou of cohir.s, so that no 
matter what stylo of furniture is to l>o 
considered one's lamps shade may be in 
harmony.

NEW YORK'S POLICE. 

Shameful Devcloiimentg Before the Leiow 
OommltCee— How a. Police Sereeaut 
WoB iilacbmalled. 

New YoiiK, Dec. 14. — The proooodioga rf 
tho Leiow cominittoa to-dny were of tho 
most eonBiitional oharactor. Captain Croo- 
doD, who denied yoaterdoy that ho hod paid 
for hia appointment, took the stand early 
iu the aeBstos and deohred that after oon- 
sultatlon with bis family and hia frienda 
be had decided to make a oleun 
breast of the matter. He then told in de- 
tail the story of bow he paid $15,000 to be 
appointed oaptaia. The money, ha deolared, 
waa raiaed at tho suggeation of John W. 
RoppenhiigoD, leader of the New Demooraey, 
who told hitn the position was at Com- 
miBeioner Voorheea disposal, and he (Creo- 
don) could get it by paying Sl'ii.OOO 
Crcedon said ho went to Barney Uourke, 
who raiaed a euhacription on notna 
which tho soon to hn captain signed iu 
blank. After tho $12 (100 hud been raised 
Crcedon was told ho would havo to am. 
$:!,000 more, U8 Sl'J 000 hud been tll'jrod by 
Sierfjeunt Wienand of the Ninth priclnct. 
i'ho additional euni was raiicd and after u 
talk with CoinniiBsioiier VoorheeH, durii'K 
whioh ho denied all knowledge of any fund 
having been rai^eci, lie received IiIh mipoiut- 
nient. The $l."),(JfJO wus handed over to 
Repponhagon, and a few dayi after Cneden 
received hia appolntmont. The captain wua 
visibly agitated during tho rfcltul of hie 
at( ry, and declared that for yours ho had 
hoped to got promotion on his niorita, but 
he had boon ignored, althou^^li ho had throo 
times paBHod tho civil service exni7'iiiation 
with a high peroentagn. He told of being 
approached onoo o.nd boon informed that hu 
could have an uppnintment to u 
oiptainoy by paying SU.OUO Ho re- 
fused, but later had to bow down to tho 
system, knowing it was rotten and oorrapt, 
or remain a sergeaat all his life. The court. 
room was oion^ded to its utmost capacity 
and wbsn Mr. QefT in oocclading the exam- 
iaatioD of Captain Oreeden thanked him on 
behalf of the oommittee and deolared that 
in consideration of hia record and service 
ho had rendered hia oountry, he would not 
ho diaturbed in hia precinct, there was a 
burst of applause from tho apeotators which 
oontlnuod for aome timo. 

After iTdhn \V. Roppenhugon had been re- 
c»llod and confirmed tho etory of Capt. 
Creedeu, nowa wuh roceivod in tho court 
room that tho police commieaionera, acting 
on tho advice of Hupt. Hyrnes, had auspond 
od Capt. Ooedoii from duty. There waa 
much excitetnent for u timo and, after a 
haaly cjnforenuo with thu Senate com- 
mittee, Mr. (Joir announced that ho 
had isBuoil nubj maaH for tho police com- 
miBaionors and Supt. liyrnea to ( xplain their 
action. The i-peotutore rose en masse at 
tliia announcomont and cheered for aeveral 
minutea. Later, Police ConitniBaionnr Mar- 
tin atd Superintendent liyrnea took tho 
stand. They doolurod that when they de- 
cided to suspend Crooden they had not 
heard of the cointnittoe's lecommendation 
that he bo retained on the force. In view 
of this rooominondution, they stated that 
steps would be taken to-morrow to reioind 
their hasty aotion. 

Before beginning the formal proceedings 
to-day Mr. Goff said I '* We have been ex- 
tremely oireful, gentlemen of the oommlii- 



tee, BO far, that tho proceaa of this oommittee 
flhould be used only where it is warranted 
and proper. In view, however, of the 
facta brought out in yesterday's tes- 
timony that a citizen of Lrooklyn 
paid ccmpuleory money to a gentle- 
man in a way that I consider constructive 
eitortion. It ie, I thibk, a right iiao of tho 
committoo's procepa that I should extend to 
Mr. Richard Crnkor tho privilegea of the 
witnraa chair, if the gantlenian named, 
Mr. Crcker, has any doslroor with to vin- 
dicate hinisolf, or explain tho rtceiving of 
money that was construc'lve extortion, wo 
extend to him the privilegei of our witness 
stand. Aoy communication from Mr. Croker 
to thn counsel for the committee will receive 
prompt nt'.ention. " 

There was a deep silorco la tho court- 
room. " I underatand," aaid tho ohalrnian, 
" that tho only reason why you didn't aub- 
piL'oa Mr. Croker is that bho partioaUr 
payment of tbia money may not: be Id the 
particular loope of this oommittee and 
objeobioni might be made to. the 
H"! vice of the eubpoeaa; He might 
rofuaa it. We will supplement your 
Btatcmonii by Bsyiogthat If the fixed datea 
of our eeasioDS do not ault Mr. Croker, we 
will hold an extraordinary aeasion to suit his 
convenience. It Is fair to add," Bald Mr. 
Uol)', " that If be oomeabe will be sabjeot to 
Mich further ex%mlnatlon aa I may think 
lit."

Be Cousiders That Br itish Columbia Is 
Well Sitnnteil to l^uter 
tbe Ifieltl. 



Ycetorday a conaidorable nunibar of buai- 
neea men bud intorvievve with Mr. John S. 
Larko, the Canadian trade oonimisaiouer, 
BOW on his way to Aajtralia. Mr. L^rkd 
gfcve tlwm all poaalble information and took 
tba oppottanicy of gatboring facta about the 
indastties ci British Columbia that would 
be of uie to him on his miastoQ to tho Anti 
podM. L»at night in tho I5i»rd of Trado 
rooma Mr. Lirbe met Hon. Mr. Davio, the 
Preaident aad a number of the board. The 
meeting had primarily been called at 
tho reqaeat of Mr. John Wilson, preai- 
dent of tho Now VVratminattr bo»rd ol 
Tride, and Mr. Johu Hendry, of 
Vfincouver, who were unxioua to diaoutB the 
queelion of buildiog " couBtIng vetaula in 
tho province to enpage in the oarryinn 
trade to Australia. They eugtscated that u 
hoDua be given to start the iadostry in thia 
couutrv. 

Mr. "FlutnerfeU opened tho prnoeedinga 
by explaining the reaaon i f the meeting and 
Bald that owing to tho non-arrival of the 
Vancouver bjut. ihi M linland deputation 
wern unable to ha present. 

.Mr. Larke in a ahort informal talk upon 
the objfctot hie mission explained why the 
Dominion government were sending him to 
AuBtraliu. It hud been noticed, he pointed 
out, that: on tho Atlantic, Canadian trado 
had expanded whcro there waa direct ateam 
ship oonneotion with other oountriea. Tho 
Domioion siovernnnent aleo anticipated that 
M Anstralia waa not a manufacturing ooun- 
tiry, but was a vory heavy imp6rter, capoci 
ally of manafaoturea, there wore groat hopea 
of developing a large trade between Canada 
and the Antipodes. The prospects of a 
cable being touohed upon, Mr. Larke point- 
ed onb tbab a company were now willing to 
lay tlie cable, and within the price which 
Mr. Fleming had estimated. The cable 
would do mnoh toward promoting direct 
trade with Australia. Canada bad 
hitherto done most of her trade with Auu 
trolia through San Franolsoo, but that 
would now ba changed. British Columbia 
waa particularly well situated to bene lit l)y 
tliia trado. Her climate was (ciuablo and 
her raw maferiala abundant. UusideB lum 
ber generally, tho oak hero waa better than 
I hut in tho KiSt for making furniture 
Then piper muuufactiirea ahoulii do woll, ua 
Auatraliu iiiipnrtcii nii iuiiiioLieo quantity of 
tliut article.

One 
ol the grout ol j'-cta of lite miaaion waa t;) nee 
if a preferential tarilf could not; bo given by 
AuBtrolio. Ho bad great faith in tho (Cana- 
dian people. Oar workmen were the moat 
energetio »nd contented on tho face of the 
earth, From tho liaat only experimental 
shipnienta had so far been made to Australia. 
He urged however that the beat way waa 
for tho manufacturer to go himself and 
aacertuin what the market would take and 
than Bend a good man to place the gooda 
Ha (Mr. Larke) of courao would bo better 
able to tell the proepeota after he had been 
in Australia. Ha would on hia arrival bo 

glad to aniwer every inquiry addressed to 
Im from Canada and give all iLfjrmation 
poisible. 

Speaking of the dealro of Mr. Wilson and 
Mr. Hendry to disousa a booua to ship- 
building, he said tbey had spoken to him 
upon the tubjeoti and had drawn his atten- 
tion to the faoc that halt tho vessels engaged 
in the British Colambia timber trado with 
Australia were American. Ibey wore 
anzioas to have ships built here tor tlut 
bueineas. He spoke with diiDdence up r. 
the auliject as he was not iamiltar with if. 

Mr, Hithot explained thjkt iho roiison to 
many American veaaola wore in tiiu trado 
waa beca'iBO tho American coasting trade 
waa BO dull thut the vobaels had to bn put 
on foroign ohartera. There were no vesat la 
ot that particular claea being built at pre- 
font, 119 iron veaeela were taking tliuir placis. 
Jt winild bo u Btrarge tiling for our govern- 
ment to tako up la trade which w;vb l.uiiig 
abandciied by our iioigliborB.

At Oukinah Inlet, on th^ West Coast of 
Vancouver island, about midway bstween 
Ivyuquot and Cape Scott, Arthur " Bel- 
linger," a little seven year old white boy, ia 
hold aa a slave. Hia owner and master ia 
Chief Tutlouae, of tho Chuokleaotc tribe, 
who purchased tho lad a few weeks ago for 
S'JQ cash, and who txpeota to rear tho 
youngster, according to the traditions of hia 
tribe, to be tho bead and founder of a new 
and powerfnl/Chnokleeett nation. Tho lad 
waa seen only a few days ago by several of 
the sealing captains who went to tho Went 
Coast by the Maude to sign In- 
dian hunters, and who found the 
boy, tattooed and painted, garbed in 
the fantastic oostnne cf a yonng brave, and 
enthroned in the chiet'a house at Oukinah. 
Chief Tutlouse explained that the tribe was 
rapidly approaching extinotiOB, and It would 
he tho white boy's great mlsalon to savo it 
from thia fate. He would, ho promised, 
care well for tho boy and allow him to want 
for nothing. Ho had been bought into the 
tribe, but not for a life of toil. Captain 
Macaulay, of the achooner liiatrice, took 
i ehe trouble to seek tho youthful oiptive and 
had a talk With him. Tho lad appeared 
terror stricken and fearful ot rough uaage, 
but ho conlirmod tho old ohiof'a statement 
that he had bought him from a white 
man claiming to bo tho boy'a father. 
The lad gave hia name as Arthur Bellinger, 
and aaid that ho had been stolen from hia 
homo in Seattle by the man claiming to be 
hiaftthor. They were in Victoria for a few 
duya — living on the Songheea reaervation — 
and had then come to Clayoquot by the 
schooner Favorite, Captain Moljean, which 
took a lumber cargo to tho West Cjaat for 
tho Indian reaidenta there about the lit of 
Ojtobor, Hia "father" waa a carpenter, 
and had hoped to get omployrnent building 
houses for tho ladiana wi'h tho materiala 
forming the Favorite's cargo. While in Vic- 
toria the man bad got into trouble 
through selling liquor to Indiana and on 
convlotion waa fined $50 and oosta. Hav- 
ing in oinseqnence only a few dollura 
letr when be reached the West Coast, one 
of hia first acta toward refilling his pocket- 
book was to negotiate for the aale of hia 
b >y, for whom he found a ready pnrohaaer 
in Chief Tutlouse. The boy said further 
that he had been told by the man oalling 
himeelf hia father that his mother waa 
dead and that hia name Was Bellinger— 
whether it wan t rue or not he OOUld not say. 
The man waa very ctuel to him, and while 
ho haled the life ho waa compelled to lead 
among the Indiana it waa preferable 
to existenc'j with thia strange white 
man. (^apt. Macaulay yeaterday laid 
partiouLm uf tho ex'raordinary cjse before 
Superintiiuknt liuusey, of tho tiroviucinl 
police, who will take immediate ateps to- 
warda invuatigating it, and if the facia arc 
aa repreaented reanuiiig the little priaoncr 
from tlio clutohea of tho Indiana. Hlo in- 
human fatlior ia now at Ryuquot, from 
which point ho cannot move far before 
being intercepted and arrested. Theio ia a 
rumor current hero and gonerally biilioved 
among tho soab re that tho young slave and 
proj-peotivo chieftain waa kidnapped from 
his home in .Seattle by the man calling him- 
aolf hia father. It ia aaid that an advertieo- 
nient appeared in the Seattle papers early in 
Ostober desoribing a lost child in terme 
which fit the desoriplion of little Arthur. 
He ia tmall, fair and graceful, aomewhat 
delicate but a brave little chap who adapts 
himself uncomplainifigly to ciroumatancea 
however hard. The Chuokleaetta, among 
whom he ia now oast, number about 150 ; 
tbey have the reputation of being the lowest 
type of aborigines on the Faoific Coast. 

Till' steamer Charmer had not arrived 
from Vancouver at tho time of going to 
prefp, although aho left tho Terminal C'ity 
ulh.'iO p.m. She waa auppoaed to have 
luid-to in I'himper iiaaa or other aafo shelter 
ou account of the fierce wind atorni. Nanai- 
mo was anxiously iotjuiring late last even- 
ing about the steamer Cutoh, which left 
Vancouver about the same time as the 
Charmer, l}nb np till 10 p.m. bad not 
reached the Coal City.

Sir AVilliam haa not 
made a single speech in public aiuca the 
cloee of tho last parliamont.try aeasion, and 
positively retuaea to pay any heed to the 
appeala of hia cabinet calleaguea and of in- 
fluential members of the Houae of Commona 
to identify himself in any way with tho policy 
of Lord Koaebery unlesa it he shaped in ao 
oordftncowith hia own plana.
